SOUTH CAROLINA. 
GOV. .HAMPTON’S PROMISES. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Wasaineton, D. C., April 1.—The text of 


| Gov. Hampton's letter to the President has 


not been made public. The following is said to 
be the substance of the essential portion of it: 
Iam profoundly convinced of your sincere desire 


to effect a pacification of the entire country, and in 
that effort 1 propose to co-operate with you most 
heartily: I reiterate my picdge that, as Governor 


of South Carolina, I shall administer the law with 
equal justice to all classes, and with constant re- 

rd to the Constitution of the United States, be- 
leving that such action will furnish the peaceful 
vindication of the views you have announced in 
your inaugural regarding the right of local self- 
government. Under my Administration the be 
neficent educational system sha!] be administered 
equally to all classes. All righis of people. prop- 
erty. and citizenship shall be regarded without ref- 
erence to race, color, vr political differences. I 
desire further to state that, if the troops are with- 
drawn from the State-House, and military inter- 
ference shall cease, I guarantee to maintain my 
office, * neither I nor those associated with me 
will seek other redress or assert other rights than 
— legal methods and peaceful instrumen- 
tahty. 

THE ORDER TO COME TUESDAY. 

It is understood that the South Carolina 
question has been definitely settled, and that an 
order will be issued on Tuesday withdrawing the 
troops from the State-Housc. This will virtually 
install Hampton as Governor, and any contro- 
versy that may arise will be settled legally and 
peaceably through the courts. It is likely, how- 
ever, that Chamberlain wil) not seriously con- 
test, and it may be said that Hampton will soon 
be in undisputed possession of the office. This 


decision with referenve-te South Carolina i up- 
on an altogether different basis from that which 
affects the Louisiana case, and it is not to be re- 
ceived as even an indication of the action to be 


taken iri the latter. It may be stated that the 
interview between the nt and Gov. 
Hampton was mutually satisfactory. The lat- 


ter carried w:th him a high opinion of the Pres- 
ident, and the President entertains correspond- 
ing views of Hampton. 

CHAMBERLAIN’S PROPOSITION. 

‘It will be noticed that the plan of the settle- 
ment submitted by the South Carolina Republic- 
ans is entirely different nom that contemplated in 
the Louisiana case. While the Commission which 
is to visit the latter State will have no authority 
to decide any question, or to perform any ex- 
cept advisory acts, the Commission proposed by 
Gov. Chamberlain and his friends, should it be 
appointed, would take the place of the legally- 
coustituted authorities of the State, and de- 
termine in their etead the result of the elec- 
tion. Such a decision would be in ac- 
cord neither with the Constitution nor the 
laws of that State, and it is doubtful if it could 
have any valid legal effect. The very fact that 
the South Carolina Republicans have submitted 
such a plan as this shows that they either do 
not unilerstand or hope that there may be a 
change in the Southern policy of the Adminis- 
tration. That policy may be 

EXACTLY DESCRIBED IN TWO WORDS,— 
namely, non interference. Its fun lamental idea 
is that the pean’? of the several States shall set- 
tle all purely State questions without the sssist- 
ance Ay the National Administration, and, while 
u compromise such as Gov. Chamberalin pro- 
poses might not be distasteful to 
th people of the . coun 1 
more active military interference, 
it is still a meddling in the local affairs of the 
State, which it is exceedingly desirable should 
not take place. The object of the President in 
inviting the rival Governors to Washington was 
not to induce them to submit their case to him, 
or to any representative of the Administration. 
for solution, but to see if some way could not 
be devised by which they could settle the con- 
troversy themselves. It was to avoid just such 
an interference as this, not to invent new 
methods of interposition, that the conferences 
of last week were arranged for. There. is,

Wasnixorox, D. C., April 1.—It is the duty 
of the Clerk of the House to furnish the 
Sergeant-at-Arms with a list of the members 
elected to the Forty-fifth Congress, in prder 
that they may receive their pay on the first of 
each month. This list has been prepared, and 
will be furnished to the Sergeant-at-Arms to- 
morrow. It was expected that this roll would 
develop the political complexion of the next 
House as the Clerk would decide it to be for 
the organization. Section 38 of the Revised 


| Statutes, however, makes it the duty of the 


Clerk to withhold from the list furnished 
the Sergeant-at-Arms the names of all mem- 
bers when he has received a notice of contest. 
This eection provides that no members shall be 
placed upon the roll of the members-clect until 
he shall have been sworn in as a member, or un- 
til such contest is decided. | 
THERE ARE TEN MEMBERS 
who have never seit their certificates to the 
Clerk. Consequently it is not in the power of 
the Clerk to place their names upon tue roll. 
There are no certificates here from New Hamp- 


shire, and one Ohio and one Georgia member 
have neglected to send their certificates. The 


rest of the ten are scattering. The contests in 
Louisiana, Florida, Colorado, and Missouri, 
where either duplicate certificates or no certifi-

HAYES AT HOME. 
THE NEW REGIME AT THE WHITE HOUSE. | 
Correspondence Pttaburg Commercial Gaseette. 

WASHINGTON, March 28.—I went up to the 
White House yesterday to get a look at the 
President, avd see how he is, in Darwinian 
phrase, ** harmonizing with the euvironment,”’ 
President Hayes is accessible to all representa- 
tives of the press, and is very cordial in his 
manner toward them, but he has been too long 
in public life to fall an easy prey to that terror 
of public men, the professional interviewer. 

I went up to the White House to see how the 
Executive machine is run under 

ITs NEW MANAGEMENT. 

The old doorkeepers and ushers employed by 
Grant are still there. They are former.soldiers 
for the most part, to whom Grant was so much 
attached that he thanked Hayes the other day 
for not turning them out. The old proverb, 
‘+ Like master like man,, is exemplified in their 
cases, {or they are now all smiles and polite- 
ness, whereas, under the old regime, they 
were rather surly and disobliging. In the ante- 
room, at the top of the stairs; where Brother- 
in-law Dent presided over the carl-basket in 
Grant’s first term, sits a tall, sandy-peardci 
Western man, with a big inkstand anda stack 
of blank cards before him. The carpet ani 
walls of this room are of a sickly green, ani 
scem to bave taken their color trom the ex- 
haling hopes of the legion of office-seekers who 
have occupied it while waiting to get access 
to the fountain of honor and prefermeut."

HIS REASONS THEREFOR. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 
Cuicaeo, April 1.—The object of this note is to 


to state some of the reasons which have governed 
my course of action. To understand these rea- 
sons, it is necessary to consider how nominations 
are made, and what results they produce, . 

The first public act leading to a nomination is 
what fs known in modern politics as a primary. 
These meetings theproverty-holding business ele- 
ment as a rule do not attend. The worst politi- 
cians, the idle and criminal classes, all, however, 
do. The leaders of tens, twenties, and fifties 
trade for and deliver their followers for pay, and 
thus many of the delegates to the Conventions are 
chosen. 


In theory, Republican primaries are attended by 
Republicans, and Democratic primaries by Demo- 
crats, but as a matter of fact the dangerous classes 
double up, attend both primaries, and get twice 
paid. " 

The delegate ticket thus chosen is largely bad, 
and when the Conventions are held, there are many 
dangerous and notoriously bad characters (who 
have no interestin the city except to prey upon 
the tax-paying community) found in conspicuous 
positions. | 8 

At the primaries and the Conventions there are 
afew good men struggling fora better state of 
things, but except in certain localities they go un- 
der in the contest. | 

After the nominations are made the better class 
of voters adhere to their politics in order to main- 
tain a standing and influence with the leaders; but 
the bad of both parties, having no standing in so- 
ciety or in their party, unite upon the worst men 
and elect them, and thus when the election is over, 
in the Council and other places the bad unite and 
outnumber the good, and hence comes the larceny 
and corruption, which brought our city to the 
verge of bankruptcy, and taxation substantially a 
confiscation. 

When the better class of people go to the polls 
they find very few, if any, names on either ticket 
they want to vote for; but they are told that to vote 
for any one else is to throw away the vote, and 
thus their votes are controlled by the bad, contrary 


to abandon them. y out-

Until that time 
men will hold the reins of power, and the con- 
dition of the city will grow worse and worse, with 
the exception of a spasni such as we had one year 


ago. 

The plan resorted to by the Municipal Reform 
Ciub is to follow in the wake of the two parties, 

utting on litile patches of good here and there aa 
t can. This, although better than nothing, isa 
great mistake. What that Club ought to dois to 
strike out boldly and lead, instead of foliowing 
the parties with ambulances. I think the time is 
not distant when this mistake will become ap- 
parent. They shoula put in nomination the best 
men in the city, and I do not doubt but what all 
good men who have the interest of the city will 
stand by them. 

As my name came before the people, believing, 
as I do, that the only permanent relief for the city 
lay in breaking through the party lines and uniting 
the better element, I thought I would wait to see 
if that break might not now be made. lam satisfied 
that it cannot now be done, and as I have no desire 
for office,—much less to be a candidate without a 
ype of election, —in justice to myself I deem

AMERICAN LABOR AND EXPORTS. 

We print this morning an article from the 
London Times, in which the future rivalry 
and competition of the manufactures of the 
United States with those of Great Britain 
are strongly suggested. The reasons for this 
competition are frankly stated. England 
has hitherto produced the best, and France 
the most elegant, manufactures. The United 
States have reached that point where their 
goods enter into competition with both 
French and British. The wealth of Great 
Britain is in her commerce, and her com- 
merce is due to her exchange of commodi- 
ties. She opens her ports to the nations of 
the whole world, end invites them free of 
tax or charge to bring their products, natural 
and manufactured, ofe:ing them a market 
wherein they can find everything they may 
need in exchange. Her manufacturers have, 
therefore, delivered at their doors. the 
raw materials for every description of 
manufactures, and at the lowest pos- 
sible cost, and purchasable with British 
manufactured goods. This is the great item 
in her hitherto unrivaled success in trade. 
She purchases everything for which she can 
exchange her own manufactured goods. As 
the article in the Times suggests, the long 
course of prosperity has made the capitalists 
of Great Britain, who own and direct her in- 
dustries, comparatively careles# of the watch- 
fulness in developing the economy of pro- 
duction, and it is this carelessness which now 
threatens their supremacy. In the United 
States, on the contrary, the greatest effort 
has been made in this particular; the nicety 
and perfection of machinery, and the cul- 
tured skill shown in all the details of manag- 
ing production, have alréady enabled the 
American. manufacturers to place on the 


ticket confessedly in the interest of the bum- | 


market fabrics equal in all respects, superior | 


in some, and at a cost which places them in 


direct competition with English goods. The 


results of the competitive exhibition at Phil- 
adelphia are held up as warnings to the Brit- 
ish producers that for the future they will 
have to meet the general competition of the 
United States. 3 1 
How are the United States prepared for 
this competition? They have in all par.s of 
the country inexhaustible supplies of cheap 
fuel; they have iron of a quality and in 
quantity unequaled by any nation on the 
globe. They have every descriptién of me- 
tallic deposit. They have cheap food for 
labor, and a complete system of transporta- 
tion over the whole surface of the country. 
They have water power in every section, and 
are aided in natural productions by every de- 
gree of climate in the temperate zone. In 
the great staple of cotton they have almost a 
monopoly. In all lines of manufacture they 
bave the raw materials at their door, lacking 
fewer to gencral production than any other 
country. They want certain varieties of 
wool which are essential to mix with their 
own; they want certain dyes, bleaching 
powders, and chemicals; they want small 
quantities of Swedish aud Scotch pig iron to 
mix with the American; they want one or 
two varieties of peculiarly fine leathers, and 
a few other articles, not to take the place of 


American materials, but to increase the con- , 


sumption of these by the manufacture of 
goods, as, for instance, of broadcloths, 
for which American wools are not alone 
sufficient. If the American manufacturers 
had these raw materials free of tax as the 
British have, the general superiority of me- 
chanical skill and perfection of American 
machinery would enable them, as the Lon- 
don Times suggests, to become the success- 
ful competitors of the British in the whole 
range of manufactures in all the markets of 
the world. Geographically, the United 
States have great natural advantages for a 
large foreign trade in manufactures. We 
have the neighboring States of Mexico, Do- 
minion of Canada, and the West India Isl- 
ands, all large consumers of British mer- 
chanilise. We are in close proximity to the 
whole of South America. We are their largest 
customers, and, instead of paying for our 
coffee and our other imports with manufac- 
tured goods, we pay for them with gold bills 
on London, which are used to pay for cotton 
cloth sent to these countries. We have all 
the natural advantages for a direct exchange 
of our manufactures with Japan and China, 
but mainly pay in gold for what we buy, 
which gold is sent to London to pay for the 
very kinds of goods in which we should be 
able to defy all competition. 

The great obstacle in the way of a large 
export trade in American manufactures has 
been practically removed. Our policy has 
been to manufacture only for the home mar- 
ket, excluding all idea of exportation. As 
our capacity to produce was unlimited, and 
our consumption confined to the wants of 
our own people, we were -working only on 
part time,—one, two, three, or four out of 
every six days, and with limited number of 
hands, when three gangs could keep the 
machinery employed the full twenty-four 
hours of each day. The idle time, the un- 
employed labor, were items in the cost of 
production, though they were of no material 
benefit to labor. 
system practically broke up this policy. It 
destroyed the home market by destroying 
the demand for consumption. It left manu- 
facturers the alternative of closing their es- 
tablishments or rejecting the delusive falla- 
cies of Protection, put their capital, their 
machinery, and their idle labor at work to 
produce not only for the home market, but 
for every market where they could find a 
purchaser. American goods are now 
selling at wholesale for less than the 
duty levied on like fabrics of foreign make. 
The revolution has exploded Protection. 
The London Jines finds the most certain 
aid of the American manufactures in the 
educated skill of the American labor. In- 
telligence is an important agent in economi- 
cal production. Wages will not purchase in- 
telligence, and intelligence makes labor more 
valuable, because of its increased and supe- 
rior production. After all, thvrefore, the 
future of American trade in exports of Amkr- 


_ican manufactures depends for success upon 


the cultivation of mechanical skill, of intelli- 
gence in ail branches of productive industry, 
thus rendering that production profitable by 
the superior economies with which the great 
industries are managed and operated: There 
is no favoritism in trade. The world will 
buy where it can get the best and cheapést 
for its money ; and each purchase from the 
U. ed States includes a sale to this country 
of what we need. We need raw silk, and if 


woe can pay for it in cotton cloth, or iron, or 


steel, or hides, then we double the trade in 
our own product, to our own profit and ad- 
vantage. 


THE KEY-NOTE IN POLITICS. 

A writer in the last number of the Nation 
makes an interesting and pertinent applica- 
tion to the present tone of American politiics 
of a theory advanced by the late Mr. Bage- 
HOT, viz.: That, as some leading mind 
molds, the literary style of the age in which 
he lives, so the influence of a leading states- 
man or a group of the most conspicuous poli- 
ticians furnishes the key-note for the general 
tone of politics. It isa theory of unconscions 
imitation which will be found to apply more 
or less to neighborhoods, churches, commn- 
nities, nations,—to ail associations of men 
with their attention directed to some given 
matter. The illustration at this particular 
period of American history is peculiarly 
striking, on account of the strong contrast 
between the genera! political tone and the re- 
lations of parties at present as compared 
with the conditiohs at the close of Gen. 
Grant's Administration. Though President 
Hares has been in office only a few weeks, 
his influence and that of the gentlemen with 
whom he has surrounded himself is already 
felt throughout the land, and observable in 
the spirit of the partisan press, the public 
utterances of the subordinate politicians, and 
the exchange of political views in private 


| conversation. As a rule, members of both 


parties are less partisan and bitter; the 
spirit of pacification seems to have been 
contagious, and President Hayes’ persistent 
efforts have already been rewarded by enthu- 
siastic support in his own party and quies- 
cent non-resistance among the masses of his 
opponents. So, tdo, there is a sentiment in 
favor of reforming the abuses of the civil 
service, and a complacent assurance of an 
improvement in this respect, which did not 
exist before. It is the force of example.

We have been 
ndiculed frequently by foreigners for the intensity 
of feeling displayed during our Presidential can- 
vassce ; but the feeling has more justifcation than 
we always care to admit. The President and his 
immediate advisers will always give a guiding tone 
to our party politics and to a not unimportant part 
of our sccicty, and his influence will always de 
distinctly visible, therefore, in the formation of 
our national character. The ideals of the rising 
generation can never greatly surpass the accepted 
‘qualifications for the Chief Magistracy of the Re- 
public. : 

If there be true philosophy in this theory 
of Bacrnor’s, as there certainly appears to 
be, then the American people have a bless- 
ing in the persons of Hayzs, Scnonz, Evanrs, 
Devens, and their associates, and the men 
to whom they will intrust the details of the 
public service, that may exert its benign 
influence oven half a century of American 
politics, Nor is such an influence likely to 
confine itself to national politics, but it will 
also permeate State and local politics, We 
believe it can already be noticed in the brief 
campaign preceding the city election to- 
morrow. Though the eee 
been made by political parties, there seems 
to be a wider disposition than ever before 
to consider the fitness of candidates and the 
public interest, except among the ward-bum- 
mers, who always go with their faction. 
Unless the people of Chicago are so thor- 
oughly imbued with placid satisfaction at 
the change for the better within the past 
year as to be unmindful of the necessity for 
voting to maintain it, we have no doubt that 
the policy of reform and retrenchment will 
be practically approved in the re-election of 
the present City Government by a tremen- 


dous majority. 


THE RIFLE AND THE TORCH. 

Notwithstanding all that has been pub- 
lished as to the facts and principles involved 
in the unsettled condition of certain States 
in the South, many well-meaning persons 
fail to understand the situation. Perhaps 
they will be aided in their comprehension of 
the practical issue if it be presented in a 
tangible and somewhat startling form. When 
men are sound asleep, it not unfrequently 
requires repeated and rough shaking to 
awaken them. The first or second call suf- 
floss only to break the sleep and to render 
them cross, without causing them 
to realize the necessity of rising. And 
so it is with thosé who have quiet- 
ly settled upon a given theory, and 
have made that theory the basis of partisan 
action in political contests, For a long time 
they listen incredulously to adverse facts and 
reascnings, receiving little or no impression, 
assured that they must be false, or can be 
interpreted in harmony with the theory ; 
and, when others insist to the contrary; 
they are irritated rather than convinced. 
Here has been the trouble in settling the 
Southern complications, as a brief review of 
the case will show. 

Two opposing theories have blinded their 
respective advocates. One has been persist- 
ently held at the North, and not without a 
show of reason. It explained all the diffi- 
culties at the South in a ready way, upon the 
idea of pure cussedness” on the part of 
the late Rebels, who were supposed to run, 
in all things, upon two parallel hates, like 
cars upon a rail-track,—a hate of the United 
States Government, as victor over the Con- 
federacy, and a hate of the negro, as a former 


I slave, now on a political equality. The 


Southern whites were set down as at heart 
unre constructed Rebels, and as deter- 
mined foes of the welfare of the freedmen. 
Hence the recent difflculties were assumed 
to have no real occasion, but to proceed from 
a determination to reduce the blacks as near- 
ly toa condition of servitude a ain as was 
possible under the “Constitution, and to ac- 
complish, by fraud, violence, and even mur- 
der, what could not be done by lawful in- 
strumentalities. Of course, such a spirit 
must be met with stern repression. 
must be put. down by force, and the 
Rebels” must be taught new lessons of 
obedience by the instrumentality of Federal 
bayonets. That is what a President, backed 
by United States troops, is for! 

The other theory has prevailed at the Sonth, 
and has been equally extreme, though natu- 
ral enough in the circumstances, It held that 
the North was bitterly hostile to the South, 
was full of the spirit of vengeance because of 
the Rebellion, and was bent upon the 
humiliation and ruin of the whites. It 
taught that negro suffrage was inflicted for 
this purpose, and with the additional intent 
of iusuring to the Republican party a per- 
manent tenure of political power; and that 
the adherents of that party cared nothing if 
the South went to ruin, so far as the interests 
of the whites were concerned, provided the 
negroes could be le as an ignorant herd to 
the polls to elect ‘* carpet-baggers” to office 
and to sustain the existing Federal Adminis- 
tration. Delivered over thus to be plundered 
by corrupt officials, under the forms of law, 
they have been impelled to intimidation and 
violence, in the States where the majority of 
the voters were black, as the only hope of 
deliverance. They considered the alterna- 
tive to be virtual revolution, so far as State 
Government was concerned, or destruction. 
And, from their points of view, the conciu- 
sion is not to be wondered at, 

We come now to the practical problem, as 
it confronts President Hares and the Repub- 
lican party on the one hand and the South- 
ern whites on the other. It would seem that 
the two theories named, after being fully 
studied and compared, should be allowed io 
cancel each other. Both are extreme, though 
each may cite corroborative facts which 
give a color of justice to their respective 
suppositions. If we regard the matter 
algebraically as an equation, let us simplify 
it by striking out these two theories as 
equivalent values on the two sides, and then 
see if we can solve the problem with the re- 
maining terms. A speedy solution must be 
found, or the question will resolve itself into 
a conflict indicated by the heading of this 
article. On the one side will be the rifle, on 
the other the torch. There is no doubting 
the military superiority of the whites. They 
have the arms, the skill, the discipline, 
the intelligence, the courage, and the 
leaders which insure success; while the 
negroes are poorly equipped as to weapons, 
are little skilled in their use, are unpracticed 
in the necessary drill, are ignorant, are timid, 
and have no suitable officers. In open con- 
flict, then, the blacks would stand no chance. 
Everywhere the long-dominant race would 
assert its wonted supremacy and sweep the 
field. It is simply impossible to sustain by 
negro support a State Government to which 
the whites, as a class, should refuse obedi- 
ence, defying the execution of the law. But, 
in case of a persistent feud, this does not 
sum up the matter; for, if the negro cannot 
successfully resort to the rifle, he can carry 
terror everywhere with the torch. He can 
act the incendiary, if not the soldier. This 
mode of revenge is the natural recourse of 
an oppressed and timid race, and against it

there is little defense. The opportunity is 
incessant and universal, existing wherever 


there is a house, and recurring with the 


hours of darkness. There was little tempta- 
tion to use the torch in the days of slavery, 
when the blacks knew themselves to be 
slaves by law, were from infancy accustomed 
to bondage, were often attached to the fami- 
lies on whose plantations they had been born, 
and were totally dependent on their re- 
‘spective masters for support. But now a 
generation of young men has grown up in 
the enjoyment of liberty, with a sense of 
manhood, with some idea of self- 7 
and with a corresponding feeling of resent- 
ment against those who seek to deprive them 


submit to be robbed of political equali 
and, if they are unable to resist openly, 

will meet violence with, craft, the rifle with 
the torch. Here is the practical issue. 

Now, we implore reasonable and patriotic 
citizens in both sections to consider what 
is involved, and to agree upon an adjust- 
ment. ‘The Northerner and the Southerner 
both must lay aside their extreme opinions 
of the parties whom they regard as hostile. 
Two things are especially plain and must be 
conceded, or the case is hopeless. One is, 
that the social pyramid at the South cannot 
be kept in any one of the States resting ar- 
tificially on its apex, propped around with 
Federal bayonets. In other words, intelli- 
gence and property must be allowed to 
rule, whatever the question of numbers may 
be. Anything else is unnatural, and works 
ruin to the community. The blacks must 
consent to recognize this, and their Repub- 
lican friends must undeceive them, and ad- 
vise against a black color-line. But on the 
other hand, the legal equality of the blacks 
must also be unassailed as to their right to ed- 
ucation and to the ballot ; and there should be 
no further attempt to enforce a white color- 
line. The South must accept the situation, 
and bravely and wisely make the best of it 
by welcoming all influences, at home or from

The delegation did 
not state this in detail, but it 
requires no great amount of insight into the 
way in which these agencies have been

PRINCE ANTOINE BONAPARTE. 

The (able a day or two since reported the 
death at Florence, Italy, of Prince Arold 
BONAPARTE. The deceased was the son of 
Locixx BONATARTE, brother of Napo.zon I., 
und was born in 1816.

One of the best-known of Eastern railroad 
contractors, Daxius C. Jackson, died a few days 
ago of heart disease at Middleton, N. V. His 
life was a peculiarly busy one. Among the great 
public works which he has coustructed are the 
large mills at Addison, Mich. ; the railruad from 
Cleveland to Sandusky; the Milwaukce & Le- 
Crosse Road: a part of the land-grant road 
from Madison to Portage; the eastern section 
of the New York & Oswego Midland Road; thé 
Monmouth County Agricultural Road, in New 
Jersey; the third and fourth tracks of ‘the New 
York Central, from Clyde to Rochester: and the 
Schuylkill Arsenal at Philadelphia. He was 
twice Sheriff of Lenawee County, Michigan: was 
Serzeant-at-Armsin one of the first Legislatures 
of the State; was a Whig candidate for State 
Senator, anda Cray Elector. He was United 
States Marshal for Wisconsin six years,—ap- 
pointed by Lixcotx und removed by Jounson.

Brigham Young Responsible for the 
Crime for Which Lee 
Suffered.

Sait Lake, Utah, March 26.~ Lee's confession, 
intrasted to his attorney to be published only 


after his execution, comes to us like a voice from | 


the dead. It strikes home. Brigham Yowng tele- 
graphs to the New York Herald: Thou can’st not 
say I did it; never shake thy gory locks. at me. 
The Mountain-Meadows press are busy trying to 
throw discredit on it. But they cannot. It bears 
internal evidence of truth in every one of its clear- 
cut sentences, 
statement in it could be sustained by corroborative 
proof, —oceans of it. 

It opens a clear vista back throngh the years to 
as horrible an illustration of what is possible to 
unrestrained passion as ever appeared on 
the panorama of human history. We see 
a band of men, crazy with religious ex- 
citement. prayerfully joining with savages 
to treachcrously disarm and kill scores of unof- 
fending people,—*‘* all that could talk, —with 
every conceivable accompaniment of cruelty and 
brutality. Lee, and Haight, and Dame, and Hig- 
by, and Stewart, were no worse thanthe rest of 
this Church of outlaws; and the rest were no worse 
than they,—fiends all. They had embraced a 

GOSPEL OF HATE AND REVENGE, 
comprising religious robbery, concubinage, and as- 
sassination among its fundamental tenets. Their 
pulpits rang with exhortation to murder, as shown 
by their own published discourses all through those 
terrible years. They killed men in couples, in 
small parties, in large parties, as they could lure 
them into their clutches, killed them because 
they were the chosen people gf God, chosen to 
marry, and debauch, and rob? and kill, of ail 
which thev pleased. They killed each other if 
any wouldn't kill; they killed the stranger coming 
among them; they killed the brother 
who had wearied of their perpetdal 
craze and wanted to go out from them; they killed 
for money and plunder; they ran a Malay *‘amok”’ 
against ail the human race outside of their 
devilish communion. The Thugs of India might 
have learned useful lessons from them; ne tiger in 
the jungle was ever 60 bloodthirsty. Itseems to 
have been an epidemic, this free flowering-out of 
the spirit of the modern cutthroat Charch, raging 
throughout the entire gang, — each howling dervish 
aggravating the discase in every other, until the 
dance of human hyenas culminated in the beastly 
butchery of all that could talk,’’—of men, 
women, and children, —of the sick, wounded, and 
sore, —at the Mountain-Meadows. 

This appears to have shocked, the head of the 
band into something like a return of soberness.

MURDER WILL OUT. 
The uneasy consciences of the guilty wretches 
gave them norest. Col. Forney, the Indian Agent 
at the time, got intimation of the truth; and Judge 
Cradlebaugh, by means of bench-warrants served 
under the protection of the troops, extracted the 
whole story from participators in the act, sub- 
stantially as Lee now tells it from the grave. The 
facta were laid betore Mormon Grand Juries, but 
they did nothing. Cradlebaugh went to Congress 
from Nevada, and told the story as it has already 
passed into history, on the floor of thes House. 
Senator Windom, then Chairman of the House 
Committee on Territories, investigated it tothe bot- 
tom, and he named it the most atrocious crime since 
St. Bartholomew. Under the préssure of Gentile 
public opinion, thus enlightened, Brigham threw 
off pn Lee in 1868, eleven years after the massacre. 
It will not do to say that wae the first he knew of 
it. for the Church records show that Lee arrived in 


Salt Lake Sept. 29, 1857, and told Brigham the. 


whole ‘story, as he says he did. Another plea 
Brigham makes—namely: that the courts have al- 
ways sought to convict Aim rather than Lee and his 
confreres: and that that is Why he has never suf- 
fered anybody to be convicted for it— 
IS EQUALLY BASELISS. 
He was at the time Governor and ex-officio Super- 
intendent of Indian Affairs; the courts were offi- 
cered by his Thugs; the juries were made up of 
them. The United States Judge was a figure-head 
only. The Probate Courts exercised concurrent 
jurisdiction with the District Courts, trying men 
for capital crimes down to within five years, They 
were Mormon clean through, and they never in- 
vestigated this crime of crimes. 
As long ago as 1856, the Gentiles began to urge 
upon Congress the regulation of the courts or of 


some courts in Utah, officered by Gentiles, and 


not by Mormons. They never ceased, except in 
times when things were so dark as to take all 
spirit out of such an effort. They have for many 
years kept a delegate of their own in Washing- 
ton during the sessions, paying him themselves, 
and sometimes two or three of them, always

ince markets were moderately 
active on Sato rday, and generally steady after the 
early settling of quotations. Provisions ruled 
easier, and there was little change in prices of 
grain on the average, oats being firmer and wheat 
and corn easier. The advices from other points 
were not specially significant, the English markets 
being practically suspended till after the Easter 
holidays, while New York was quiet. The weather 
was fine. but it did not stimulate shipments, and 
the business done was largely due to the fact that 
April detiveries will be in order Monday and must 
be prepared for. Most of the April trades had 
‘been previously settled up, leaving no pressure 
from this source. 

Dry goods were active, both city a and country 
buyers ordering freely of staple and seasonable 
goods. Bleached and brown cottons remain easy, 
and a reduction in certain brands was noted. At 
the recently revised quotations prints are steady. 
The grocery market presented little that was new. 
Trade was reported fair, and a cheerful feeling 
prevailed among jobbers generally. Coffees, 
sirups, and Japan teas were easy. Sugars were 
firm. In the dried-fruit market no changes were 
apparent, trade continuing quiet at nominally 
steady prices. Fish were in good demand and 
were unchanged. Butter was steady for choice 
grades, put weak and unsettled for common quali- 
ties. There was not much doing in the cheese 
market, and sales were slow at 12@16¢ for poor to 
choice grades. Jobbers of oils, paints, and colors 
reported a well-sustained demand at generally 
steady prices. Bagging was quiet and easy, as 
were also leather and tobacco. Coal was in light 
request at previous quotations. 

At the lumber yards a fair business was transact- 
ed at unchanged prices. A few straggling cargoes 
of shiagles, timber, posts, und lumber are arriv- 
ing, and the receipts will be more numerous next 
month, but not very large before May. The wool 
and broom-corn markets were steady under small 
stocks, and a fair retail inquiry. Hides continue 
in demand and firm. Seeds were quiet, though 
there were more orders on the market, but they 
were limited to prices that sellers were slow to ac- 
cept. Timothy hay was in better request for ship- 
ment, but little was done owing to the light offer- 
ings.’ Green fruits were steady and in fair de- 
mand. The receipts of potatoes were larger, but 
cioice offerings sold at recent prices, and the 
movement from store continues on a liberal scale. 
Poultry was in small supply bat dull, dressed stock 
was easier, receivers being anxious to close out. 

Rail freights were quoted Saturday at 25c per 100 
Ibs on grain from this city to New York, and 42% 
@45c, specie, per 100 bs on hog products to New 
York. 

Lake freights were quiet, with no change in fig- 
ures. Corn to Buffalo was quoted at 3c, and 4c 
was asked; to load immediately. Wheat was taken 
at 4c to Port Colborne.

In this 
extremity we fly to the fountain of truth, Christ 
Himself, and carty with us out personal inquiry: 
and, with a benighity divine, and with a simplicity 
which a child ma nderstand, He says, ‘‘If ye 
continue in My Word then are ye My deciples in- 
deed"; and, through His minister Faul. He says, 
** If ye have not the ~ arts of Christ ye are none of 
His. Thus, after Il the debate and metaphysi- 
cal inquiry of hundreds of years, after churches 
have excluded 5 millions who could not pro- 
nounce their words, it comes to pass that the heart 
having the spirit of Christ is His, and that all else 
is of secondary worth. It is not a question of 
creed nor sect, 4 personal relation to a mighty 
friend and Savior ehold, after all the confes- 
sion of tongnes, Christ is simplicity. 

it is a notorious fact that many are passing along 
through the churches under the name of Christians 
who have little — pe of this divine spirit. And 
vet this is the test of anv valuable Christianity. If 
earned definitions of Jesus, or if earned com- 
piiation of doctrine would give religion to a world, 
we should long situce have had a happy world in- 
deed. Our world hat thas found Christ a thousand 
times over. Henty VILL. of England, and almost 
all the savage men of the past, thus founa the Lord, 
and they burned those who could not reach similar 
ends of reasoning. But fortunately there is a bet- 
ter finding, one purely personal, partly intellectu- 
al, but chiefly spiritual. 

Christianity is a color of the heart more than any 
information in the Mein or memory. When a 
scholarly or book - Jovi man finds himself by mis- 


fortune, by business, or shipwreck, or banishment,

It wes a custom of some of the Roman ty- 
rants—men who had made torment a study—to 
banish to vome lonely, rocky island in the Medi- 
terranean scholars whose culture might unfit them 
for being blind to the vices and sins of the Emper- 
ors. Here great Minds that had lived among books, 
and friends, and tdbe arts, landed, evermore to 
dwell in some hut) and to see only the lowest forms 
of human life. Here a Seneca sommes out years, 
where every hour brought ite cruel discord. This 
sorrow, this .inexpressible torment, sprang from 
the fact that the soul can be colored al! through 
and through. Not only has nature tints for the 
rose, and the peach, and for the gorgeous rainbow, 
but also it has tints for the spirit. Seneca's spirit 

ad been ftmmersed in the language of the classic 
world, and, with an ample fortune at his com- 
mand, he had done nothing but read, and admire, 
and think, and love al! objects, from his children up 
to God. Exile came to him as the very sum of 
terrors. Thus everywhere the spirit can be color- 
ed, and of all the hues of this decorated world, the 
colors of the soul are the most indelible. Once 
well set, no time Will wash them out. Aurelius, 
from childhood, loved the study of God, and all the 
large things of morals, and duty, and itis said that 
when as an Emperor he afterward was compelled 
to lead the army, he would sit up in his tent after 
midnight that he might steal from the silence of 
nature one sweet hour in which to write down mea- 
itations upon the themes of religion. 

When, therefore, in such a world one comes to 
you and asks you if you have found Christ, look 
not outward at any: Church, look not back toward 
the formulariecs no math gare but look into your soul, 
an‘ see if it is colored all through and through 
with the spirit of Jesus Christ.

Has that heart found Christ? It is much such a 
question as the one whether is that rose white or 
red’? If the man carries a mind and heart like the 
spirit of his Master he has found Him; othérwise 
all the Biblical lore and acumen cannot save him;

is something in Him not to be found 
in otber being.

(1) The trata of ja htvine misajon must be found 
there. Christ must be viewed as a messenger from 
God or else He will no more transform the soul 
than would an earthly hero ora patriot.

(3) This Christ mast be seen as a sufficient me- 
diator between Godand man. Notheory of the 
atonement is essential. We need not understand 
it.

CHRISQ/ARISEN. | 
SERMON BY THE REV. c. H. EBVEREST. 


The Rev. Charles Hall Everest, pastor of Plym- 
outh Church, preached toa large congregation yes- 
day morning. His text was: 

If in this life only we have hope in Christ, we are of 
all men most miserable; but now is Christ risen from 
the dead and become the first fruits of them that slept. 
J. Cor., u., 19-20. 

This, he said, was a day of Christian jubilee,—a 
day in which the heart and the voice broke forth 
as streams broke forth from the winter, the morn- 
ing escaped from the night, or as the bow of prom- 
lee exulted after the storm. The mind sprang from 
the contemplation of the saddest tragedy in history 
suddenly to the grandest truth in revelation. And 
so we turned from the darkness of yesterday to the 
brightness of this morning. But in order to enter 
into the fuliness of the joy of this festival we must 
be in sympathy with that great heart that triumphed 
all through this marvelous age, as he did nowhere 
else in all the record. Every other path seemed to 
be leading towards this and converging toit. The 
precepts he had given, the acts through which he 
had passed, these things were gradually bringing 
him up step by step as he climbed to a larger expe- 
rience, and here he seemed to stand upon the very 
pinna-le, and for the moment to be controlled by 
the wonderful truth that had been encouraging 
him all the way; and he looked down and thought 
what he was, ana what the .Christian had to hope; 
and then he lifted his eyes: Now is Christ risen 
from the dead and become the first fruits of them 
that slept. . 

We needed to come into the same feeling to have 
affinity with suche a spirit as that, or we could not 
appreciate the breadth of the meaning of this great 
Christian doctrine.’ It was the revulsion of feeling, 
the coutrast. the reaction, that caused this intense 
rapture; for the human soul never experienced such 
heights of joy but when it came by 
rebound from the depths of sin. It was this re- 
vulsion of feeling, the rebound of the heart, that 

caused the Apostle to utter these excellent words. 
His neart bad been awakened as it had never been 
aroused before by the contemplation of the precepts 
of Jesus of Nazareth. ; 

Why was it that this doctrine of the’ resurrection 

was 80 incomparably sweet and precious to Chris- 
tian men, —that it was more to them than any one 
else on the face of the earth,—that they had more 
at stake than ahy other men’ The answer came 
clearly, —-almogt presented itself. They had been 
so lifted up by the Christian faith, had enjoyed so 
much of emancipation from fear and doubt, had 
been taugbt to look down upon death, and not up 
to it as an overhangi terror. All these things 
had come to them, and they had possessed them; 
so the doctrine that taught that they were true, 
that this uplifting of the heart was an intimation 
of the realities to come, that all these fond hopes 
were to be embodied by. and by and 
stand in full stature, made it the most precious 
doctrine to them. To have it buried would 
cast them down immeasurably below any others. 
A canary-bird born in the cage knew no other life, 
His whole being seemed to be one suppressed mel- 
ody. If the door were opened he would fly about 
the room and then go back to od ey e knew 
no other content. ut take a bird from the tropics 
and thrust him inte a cage. He began to beat the 
wires; no song came from his melodious bill; he 
refused food, drooped, and at last died. Why? 
Because he knew what liberty was. Liberty knew 
no environment without death. Give a slave 
emancipation ; break the bonds which bound him to 
fear and doubt; give him that uplifting of the heart 
toward God and Heaven; and then teli him these 
things were untrue,—thrust him down, and sav, 
‘+ Christ is not risen ; your hope is vain, —he would 
be undone. 
who had believed in Jesus Christ were, of all men 
that trod the earth, the most miserable; 
they had lost the hope had most 
at stake. The liberty Gospel 
was not a name, but a vital fact that made men new 
creatures,—so revolutionized them -and changed 
their nature that the things that gave them satis- 
faction once rished out of sight, and Heaven, 
which stood beyond the resurrection, became a 
necessity. The new creature had grown too large 
for this life; he bad been lifted above it. He did 
not despise it. because it was his dweliing-place 
But in Christ 
Jesus he had tasted of liberty, and could not go 
back to pondage. Heaven he craved; Heaven he 
needed. : 

If the Christian religion was not true, it was the 
most monstrous cruelty that had ever been sent 
into the world to torture and afflict men; no human 
ingenuity or cruelty was — — with it; it 
took a man and made him exquisitively sensitive; 
it brought him up to that point where every joy and 
every sorrow touched him as the air touched the 
string, and he responded to it; and then, when it 
had urged him to open every faculty, made him 
keenly alive to impression, —if it be not true, and 
these hopes were dashed down, it was worse 
than any inquisition: it was the most terrible cru- 
elty that could be devised.« The very beginning of 
the new life—the firstthrebbing of the new soul— 
made it conscious of adelicacy of feeling that it 
never knew before. The things that had dwelt more 
in name came to the surface. They had benevo- 
lence, butit was thinner than air. When a Christian 
began to know what conscience was, it whispered 
to him, and he listened. He had a love that was 
all-encompassing, andthat brought within its scope 
every living thing. All became new to him; and. 
as he walked the earth, he felt that it belonged to 
him, —that these things were created for him; and 
there was a certain affinity with the life that now 
was that a man never had otherwise. Suppose, 
wher the whole life was thus surcharged with joy, 
the heart was suddenly chilled, and the eagerness 
for better things cut off, —how dark and powerless 
becomes the love of life on the earth! Who, of all 
men. wonld be more miserable than he whose na- 
ture was thus quickened, thus made eager to re- 
spond, when he was told that these things were not 
for him? 

As the most natural result of a more abundant 
love, he was quickened by Christian faith, in- 
numerable hopes and longings; and these became 
the treasures of the heart and lifted that up also. 
A Christian was not a Christian for himeelf. If 
one rejoiced in the thonght of eternal life, he re- 
joiced for those about him as well as himself. He 
looked upon everything as changed,—upon his 
household as changed,—-not fora few dave, not 
for this precarious life, but he looked upon his 
— 4. in the ligut of this good doctrine, and 
he said mine with adeptaof feeling and fervor 
of nearness never felt before. . When children one 
after another were taken out of his sight, he stood 
on the very edge of the little grave, and, as the 
earth crumbled upon the coffin, he said. Mine. 
Oh. grave, where is thy victory in the pres- 
ence of this kind of faith’ Everything around him 
was imperishable. Everything was made his own. 
The treasures of the heart were brought to himand 
sealedto him, so that he could feel confidently of 
the things that now were as of those that should be 
by and by. 

Thep.came the strong aspirations of the soul 
that ented npon the love of God as their inheritt 

ance. We Were not satiated with the things that 
did appear. We were conscious that it did not yet 
uppear'what we should be. It hath not entered 
the heart of man to conceive the glory. We were 
conscious that there was something beyond us. 

We aspired toward it. We beiievedthe day would 
come whey we should fly thither, and so know 
what itwas to have immortality. These things 
came to us We could not repress them We 
asked ourselves, Is this world the Amit’ And we 
felt in our very hearts that God had not 
given things which pressed up to the very boundar 
of life, and, at the la4t moment, perished, fe! 
listless, and journeyed no further. Let men be 
told thatthe future life was a myth, that the 
Gospel was 4 cunningly devised fable, that all 
these things were merelya play upon the fancy 
and the feelings, and they would be wrecked in 
hope and blighted in life. 

There was another peculiarity of Christian life 
that would only aggrieve and make the experience 
here eminently wretched if in this life only we had 
hope. Self-denial was a cardinal virtue in dis- 
cipleship. It is no easier fora Christian to deny 
himself than for anybody else. He had the same 
feelings, and was driven by the same impulses. 
But his whole nature being aroused by the Gospel, 
it was easier for him to bear the Cross. Why this 
heroism, why this self-abnegation, if the dead arose 
not? Let us cat and drink, let us be Bacchanals, 
if not, for to-morrow we die! If the dead arose 
not, sacrifices were made for naught. 

We were to consider how ali the treasures of our 
life was buried up in this doctrine of resurrec- 
tion, to apprehend the giory of the truth 
that Christ is risen from the dead— that our 
hopes were not vain, that our anticipations were 
not dreams that were finished here. This was 
the grand truth, for it reached out and touched 
everything, Christ sealed it by His own resurrec- 
tion. We thank God for it. ow were our lives 
in the presence of such a life-giving and joy- 
inspiring truth! How slothfal, and inconsiderate, 
and indifferent the men that claimed that life be- 
cause Christ lived also! How little we thought of 
‘it! How littl we gained! How little we ad- 
vanced. The light of the Christian Church ought to 

ive forth brightness as did the minwets of Jerusa- 

em, and reflect the glory of the truth. We ought 

to go out not simply to do, not once in a year, but 
down through the whole year, and say to men: 
He is risen; He is risen from the dead and be- 
come the first fruits of them that slept. We ought 
to feel its grandeur. How it lifts up the heart! 
We ought to let our light shine, because we could 
not repressthe joy nor suppress the truth that 
Christ had given us. 

What return were we going to make for this 
Easter festival? What were our gifts to Him who 
had led captivity captive and given thid wondrous 
gift unto men’ Noman could say there was no 
hope for him, because He gave His life. even lived 
to make intercession for him. Could we forget 
this? This truth would be handed down through 
all the Christian generations; and this glad truth, 
beside which we stand to-day, and in which we 
gioried, should some day be everything to ns, and 
we should stand together beyond the resurrection 
complete in Jesus. glorified, filled with His joy. 
and filled with eternal life. Might God keep all 
and lead them from height,to height, from strenzth 
to strength, from glory to glory, until they stood 
in Zion. |

They knew that a dead man rose again from the 
dead and we know it by their testimony. N 
How did they preach this truth? First, we find 
that they preached the resurrection asa fact. The 
utterances of St. Peter and St. Paul as contained in 
the Acts of the Apostles and the Epistles were full 
of reiteration of this great fact. None but be- 
lievers saw Jesus after He was raised from the 
dead. He was not shown to all the people, but to 
His own Church, to the witnesses chosen afore- 
time of God. So it would be at His secand com- 
ing; He would first be seen by His own people.

The speaker fortified his statements by many ref- | 


erences to the New Testament. 

Resuming his remarks, Maj. Whittle defended 
the accuracy of the Gospel statement, showing by 
Biblical evidence that Christ was seen by over five 
thousand persons. If the story of the resurrection 
was a lie, all their hope and belief was in 
vain. But it was true that eighteen hundred 
and forty-three years ago Christ rose m the 
dead. All their belief hinged on this great fact, 
and God had built up evidence for them on this 
point. If God has a single sin charged up against 
us we are not —.— but Christ is our justifica- 
tion. Our salvation to-day depends on the risen 
Christ, and when men deny that they sweep away 
the only hope of the Christian. We are saved by 
the life of Christ. Let infidels and skeptics con- 
fine themselves to one point and meet the Devil 
right there. | 

It requires a mam to bo more eredulons to disbe- 
lieve the resurrection than to believe the story. 
First, it was required to deny the prophets ; sec- 
ondly, the utterances of Jesus; and, thiriily, His 
life. All their talk about Christ's doctrines being 
beautiful was of no avail. Then they had to deny 
the Apostles’ testimony. Could they for 
moment believe that 
together to palm off | 
most atrocious lie ever told? Either the 
atory of the resurrection was an awful lie, or it 
was a great truth. The pure, good, and seif- 


sacrificing lives of the Apostles were the best pos- \. 


sible testimony as to their hanesty and truth. 
Every living Christian was an additional testimony 
to tne truth of the story. He knew it was true, 
and everybody must believe it. They knew that 
Christ was a living Savior. Christ was the Son of 
Ged: the resurrection was God's indorsement 
of His teachings. There was no need for 
either speculation or science in the matter, for 
Christ's doctrines were proven by His rising from 
the dead. Believing this, they must believe all 
that Christ said. 


The question for them to consider was what they | 


were going to do with this great truth. Every 
chair in the inquiry-rooms, every seat in the 
Tabernacle, that building itself,—all were wit- 
nesses of the truth set forth by Christ.

This resurrection seemed to be involved in such 
impenetrable mystery as to make it appear’ as an 
absolute impossibility. Death must come to all. 
sooner or later, and yet the world was 
called es to believe that Christ haa died and 
had lived again. Genera. experience was certainly 
not in favor of such a miracle, for miracle it cer- 
— was. Men had been wont to findin nature 
—in the dawning of spring, the putting forth of 
vegetable life, the birth of flowers, the curious de- 
velopment of the butterfly—the most striking an- 
alogies to Christ's resurrection. The truth was 
that, while such 2 approximated to the 
great marvel of Christ's resurrection as nearly as 
anything in nature could do, between it and thems ' 
there remained a wide, yawning gulf, absolutely 
impassable. True, St. Faul used the analogy of 
the seed dying and living again, but he did not use 
it as furnishing a perfect parallel to Christ's resur- 
rection. All these were examples, it might indeed 
said, of rejuvenescence, but not of 
the resurrection. The essential principle of 
the latter was life after actual death. The seed, 
the root, the b were only seemingly, and not 
actually, d and only awaited the appearance 
of the proper conditions to restore them. The 
outer shell might be dead, but there were germs of 
life within, and that fact was destructive of the 
perfection of the analogy. ‘To satisfy all the con- 
ditions, life must have actually departed, and all 
the materials composing it must have entered into 
the new and strange combinations of the tomb. No 
analogy to a resurrection from such a death could 
be found in nature. Was the mystery inconceiva- 
ble, and the miracle impossible? Yes, if nature 
was the law. But was it the law? 
Was there nothing about nature that posse 
the power to accomplish the marvelous? Should it 
be theught an incredible thing that God raised the 
dead? The first act of creation was no less than a 
stupendous miracle, and why should it be pro- 
nounced incredible and unreasonable that God 
should work another miracle, such as the resurrec- 
tion of Christ, for the r of recreating man 
and redeeming him! What an infinite m utiplica-— 
tion of miracles was required in the resurrection, 
but yet it was not impossible, if necessary to 
God's purposes. The identity of substance was 
not necessary to the identity of person in the final 
resurrection, but it was that which wills within 
man, which reasons, which believes, and per- 
forms the nigner functions that distinguish 
him from the beast, that identified im. 
The soul, in short, might exist apart 
from the body. Christ's resurrection was the 
pledge of our own, and asin Adam all died, even 
so in Christ should all be made alive again. 
Christians would rise, but so also would the men 
who now refused to declare themselves Christians, 
and believers as well as unbelievers would receive 
their rewards for the things done in the body. The 
body was a redeemed and a sacred thing no less 
than the soul, and no soul should be polluted by a 
life of sin, Let death come when it would to the 
man with such an unpolluted soul, but how differ- 
ent would it be with the man whose soul was all 
disfigured by the foulings of sin when summoned 
before the judgment-seat of Christ! To the faith- 
ful soul the conflict would end in decisive victory, 
and the redeemed spirit, triumphant over all, 
would enter the gates of the holy city, the New 
Jerusalem, singing More than a conqueror’ 
through Him that loved me.

The decorations at Grace Episcopal Church were 
as rich and elaborate as usual, which means a great 
deal, when it is remembered that Dr. Locke’s con- 
gregation is always among the foremost in 
celebrating Easter and all other services in even 
more than a becoming manner. Over the altar 
in letters of white immortelles was the inscription, 
Christ is risen.

Argell, with his usual generosity, had furnished a 
lovely floral cross, which set off the baptismal 
font. The pulpit was ornamented with some very 
beautiful beds of flowers, sprigs of green, some 
elaborate centre pieces, and across and crown of 
the loveliest description. Mrs. N.“ K. Fair- 
bank also contributed a floral anchor 
of. exquisite design and construction, 
asa memorial to her departed brother, Commo- 
dore Graham, U. 8. N. One of the reading-desks 
was decorated with a gorgeous floral shield anda 
star of pure white flowers, while the organ front 
was handsomely ornamented with a lovely floral 
harp, a memorial to the late Mrs. Miller, nee 
Fleetwood, by. her husband. Another meniorial 
to the same lady, in the shape of a floral star, was 
contributed by the Fleetwood family.

The baptismal font, nearly in front of the pulpit. 
was surmounted by a bed of flowers, above which 
projected huge calla lilies, with a cross in the centre 
composed of azaleas and comellias. This was con- 
tributed by Miss Reed. 

A memorial basket on the right of the chance! 
was presented by Mrs. Bird. It was of white 
carnations. The name of her son James, in 
whose memory the token was constructed, being 
worked in violets. Another basket, from Mrs. 
Walker, was placed upon the commanion stand. 
The pulpit was festooned with smilax and adorned 
with bouquets of roses. In front of the altar was 
the motto: ** Love's redeeming work is done. 

Besides these particular works of art, there was 
a profusion of general decoration, bouquets and 
wreaths being disposed here and there lavishly, 
and with exceeding good taste, for which much 
credit was due the Committee, Mr. R. J. O. Hun- 
ter, Mrs, Talcott, and Miss Hunt. New lecturn 
cloths were contributed by the Committee, in addi- 
tion to their other labors.

The decoration of St. James, thongh not as elab- 
orate as upon former and perhaps more: to- be- 
observed occasions, was very beautiful, and there 
were many persons who thought that the ladies of 
the Chancel Committee, in whose charge. the 
work of ornamentation had been placed, had sur- 
passed all their former efforts in that direction. 
The adornment was not of that heavy, sombre, and 
massive nature seen so much in the Holiday season; 
everything was light, airy, cheerful, a gentie re- 
minder of the presence of the opening season 
of the year. The arrangement of the flowers, 
plants, and floral devices was artistic and im- 
pressive, a fine effect being produced by bestowing 
the mass of the work upon the altar and the back 
part of the chance).
